A by-law, making the closing of 
all business houses on Wednesday 
afternoons throughout the year, 
to take effect the first Wednesday 
in the New Year, was passed by 
the Town Council at their regular 
meeting Tuesday night. 

This by-law, passed to conform 
with certain legislation of the Pro- 
vincial, Government, was brought to 
the attention of the council by a 
letter from the Board of Trade, re- 
questing a by-law “making it com- 
pulsory to close all places of busi- 
ness not engaged in the supply of 
necessary commodities, on Wednes- 
day afternoons at 12 0’clock through- 
out the year, excepting December 
and those weeks where there*is a 
statutory holiday.” 

The word of the by-law, as passed, 
is as follows: 

“That all places of business 
within the Town of Lacombe ex- 
cept restaurants, hotels and cafes 
or other places of business oper- 
ating under a provincial license 
and except garages and service 
stations shall be closed from 12 
o'clock noon onward on each 
Wednesday during the year 1937, 
except the month of December in 
the said year. Provided, however, 
that if a stetutory holiday falls on 
any day except Sunday in any 
week during the said period then

The declaration of tax principles 
recently adopted by the Automobile 
Club of Michigan is being watched 
with interest by motor leagues and 
tourist associations of the western 
provinces of Canada. 

It calls fora gasoline tax of two 
cents a gallon, equitable registration 
fees and no diversion of highway 
funds for other purposes.

Mani- 
toba marketed 17,117,881 bushels, 
Saskatchewan 70,506,739 bushels and 
Alberta 32,969,129 bushels. 

These figures are from the Fed- 
‘eral Bureau of Statistics, which esti- 
mates that the total deliveries from 
the 1936 ¢rop should approximate 
between 15,000,000 and 170,000,000 
bushels.
